Claims 38-42 were not mentioned in the amendment filed October 1, 2003. It is noted that 
claims 38-42 were cancelled in the amendment filed May 13, 2002. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 32, 35-37, and 45-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 

patentable utility. This rejection is repeated for reasons already of record (e.g., Office action mailed 

February 3, 2003, page 2). Applicants' arguments (response filed October 1, 2003, pages 4-6) are not 

convincing because the claims are drawn to 10-mers and not 18-mers and longer sequences as 

applicants argue. SEQ ID NO: 71 is a 10-mer with the sequence cttctctttt. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 32, 35-37, and 45-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claims are vague and indefinite because SEQ ID NO: 71 has fewer than 18 
nucleotides. SEQ ID NO: 71 is a 10-mer with the sequence cttctctttt. Each of the claims requires an 18- 
mer or longer sequence, so it is unclear what applicants consider their invention to be.
